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THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 


Reception of the Distinguished 
Visitors at Oakland. 


OUTPOURING 
OP 
THE 
PEOPLE. 


Speeches of the President, General 
Sherman and Others. 


A HEARTY WELCOME IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


The S treets of the Bay City Packed w ith 
E nthusiastic Crowds. 


IS rK lA L BT TKLEGBAni TO TUB RECORD-CXIOS.] 


B e n ic ia , Septem ber‘Jth .—The Presidential 
party arrived here at 10 o’clock, and was 
greeted by a national salute by a detachm ent 
from the U nited States Arsenal. 
A t least 
2,000 people assembled at the depot, includ­ 
ing the pupils of the five Benicia schools. 
The greeting was most enthusiastic. 
A 
speech of welcome was made by Hon. L. B. 
Mizner. 
The President andsMrs. Hayes and 
party descended from the cars, and were 
joined on the great ferry boat by the entire 
assemblage, who accompanied them across to 
South Benicia. 
The town and shipping in 
port are gayly decked. 


• OAKLAND IN READINESS. 


O a k la n d , September 
9th.—Oakland is 
dressed in holiday attire, awaiting the arrival 
of her distinguished visitors. 
The very 
effective m anner of decoration employed 
when General G rant ivas received—th at of 
decorating the streets w ith evergreen trees— 
has been repeated. 
Every post and pillar 
along Broadway supports a tree, and bunting 
is displayed everywhere. 
The banking, in­ 
surance and mercantile housss are trimmed 
with the national colors; stream ers of red, 
white and blue are extensively u-ed, and flsgs 
droop from every staff. 
Private residences 
also display bunting and other decorations. 


ARRIVAL OE THE GUESTS. 


O a k l a n d , September 9th.—The President 
reached M arket-street station prom ptly at 
half-past 11 o’clock. 
The President was met 
by H iram Tubbs and a deputation of citizens 
and escorted to his carriage. The other mem­ 
bers of the party were seated in carriages and 
driven to the Court-house, escorted by the 
Oakland Light Cavalry as a guard of honor. 
A dais had been erected along almost the en­ 
tire front of the Court-house. 
If was deco­ 
rated handsomely with bunting and flowers, 
as was the H all of Records immediately op­ 
posite. 
W hen the party reached the Court­ 
house they were ushered in through the side 
entrance and thence out upon the platform. 
A crowd that blocked the entire street to the 
steps of the H all of Records met the gaze of 
the visitors. H iram Tubbs introduced M ayor 
Blethen to the President, and the latter in­ 
troduced General Sherm an and Secretary 
Ramsey. 
The President was then escorted 
to the front by the Mayor, who delivered an 
address of welcome as follows : 


ADDRESS OE WELCOME. 
Honored Sir : In behalf of the citizens of 
Oakland I welcome you and the distinguished 
American citizens who have to-day honored 
us w ith their presence. 
Oakland is proud to­ 
day in extending to you and your guests the 
freedom of this city. 
You are the first Presi­ 
dent of this great commonwealth who has 
ever visited these western shores, and in re­ 
turn for this compliment our State U ni­ 
versity, colleges and seminaries of learning 
located here, as well as this people, unite in 
extending to you the right hand of fellowship. 
W e refer with pride to our schools, knowing 
that education is the corner-stone of libei ty 
and correct government. 
In your visit to 
these shores you will find the people loyal 
and true, ever ready to unlift their strong 
aim s in the defense of this Union and in the 
adm inistration of honest laws. 
Oakland bids 
thrice welcome to you. your friends, and to 
your gallant soldiers. 
Fellow-citizens, I now 
have the honor of presenting and introducing 
to you his Excellency, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
President of these U nited States. 


THE PRESIDENT'S REMARKS. 
The President stepped to the rail and spoke 
substantially as follow s: 
M r. ¡M ayor and Fellow -citizens: I am 
glad to meet you. 
I was told that my pres­ 
ence was especially desired here to-day, be­ 
cause there is to be a celebration of the ad­ 
mission of this great State into the Union. It 
seems to me th at instead of being called upon 
as a s[>eaker, I should expect to be entertained 
with something of a history of the State. 
However, anyone instructed in the history of 
our country is expected to know something 
of #he history of California. 
I find, though, 
th at I am expected to speak. 
I am not 
sorry for this. 
I t has been said th at the man 
who does not have much regard for his an­ 
cestors will not be likely to have much for 
posterity. 
Though this State is too young to 
talk much of ancestors, I am glad to see it 
comraeifiora'icg the pioneers. 
We have a pi­ 
oneer among us—one of the oldest of them. 
Geueral Sherman is one of the argonauts, 
and as we neared California on our journey 
he drifted from the stories of the recent, war 
to the early experience in California in 1848. 
Not to be outdone by tho General. Secretary 
of W ar Ramsey is a pioneer, but of another 
part of the country. 
H e settled in M inne­ 
sota among the pioneers of th at section. 
I 
am glad to join with you in this pioneer cele­ 
bration of the admission of California to the 
Union. 
The trials of the early settlers and 
histoiies of early settlements are all some­ 
w hat similar, from the settlem ent of Jam es­ 
town, Va., and M arietta county, Ohio. 
In 
early times they were surrounded by trials. 
The President then referred to the frater­ 
nal feeling of the people in the East for the 
people of this State. 
H e continued : 
They expect you to build up an empire 
here th at shall dominate the commerce of the 
Pacific, and I doubt not that you will meet 
their expectations. 
The President spoke of how most of the 
families had a son or daughter in California, 
and the consequent interest taken in the 
State. 
H e also spoke of the prosperity ex­ 
isting and enjoyed by the great portion of 
the country, and hoped th at we would come 
into th at prosperity which is now blessing the 
rest of America. 


GENERAL SHERMAN INTRODUCED. 
The President having concluded, General 
Sherruan was introduced and said : 
W hen I was in California we used to do 
these things ourselves, and picked up some 
young lawyer^ to make a speech, and those 
who were Invited eat and looked on. 
You 
are the same generous, warm-hearted people 
th at were here then, or the sons of them, so 
1 can speak to you as brothers. W e all left for 
California a xveek ago, assured th at we would 
be here a t this tim e. 
W e have come across 
the plains, over mountains, under the earth 
and over the waters of Lake Tahoe. 
I wish 
somebody would make the speeches and let 
us add postscripts. 
W e will ride in pro­ 
cessions as long as you furnish carriages. 
[Laughter.] 
W e wi’l go to your banquets. 
We will even take Gome California wine 
[continued laughter], bu t you ought not to 
expect us to make speeches wiih the sun 
beating down on cur heads. 
I was here 
when Oakland had no existence ; when there 
was nothing in Contra Costa. 
W hen some­ 
body built a wharf on the other side of the 
bay we thought it was an enormous enter­ 
prise. 
Now we have the railroad across the 
continent, and the railroad up the mountains 
to V irginia City—a wonderful proof of en­ 
gineering in any country—and then down 
to Lake Tahoe. 
Lake Tahoe—I don’t be­ 
lieve you fellows mede that. 
[Laughter.] 
God made it, and if you don’t appreciate 
it hundreds of thousands of people after 
you will. 
From there we came wi;h speed 
and comfort in elegant cars. 
The General then spoke of the great enter­ 
prise in constructing the railroad across the 
continent, and then addressed especially the 
pioneers, saying th at he carried his badge on 
the outer walls [pointing at the time to the 
badge of the California Pioneers, which he 
wore on his left breast]. 
Tremendous cheer­ 
ing ensued, and when it was quieted, he re­ 
sumed, saying th at he returned to Ca'ifom ia 
as to a first love. W e hope, he said, t > spend 
two or *hree weeks on the coast and soe the 
people, not only in public receptions, but, iu 


t íeir homes and iu their stores. 
W e can 
carry the news abroad. 
The Presi lent can 
learn of you, and through him the Govern­ 
ment, what should be done for the land of the 
flee an 1 the home of the 1 rave. 


SECRETARY 
RAMSEY AND OTHER SPEAKERS. 
Secretary Ramsey followed in a well-turned 
speech, thanking the people for the reception, 
and speaking cf his early experiences in M in­ 
nesota, a n ! concluding with an eloquent 
tribute to the people. 
Governor Perkins was loudly called for by 
the crowd, and be delivered a few stirring 
remarks. 
H earty cheers were given for all the 
guests. 
General McCook was called for, and said : 
Being an officer of the U nited States army, 
I claim to be at home wherex'er I stand on 
American soil. 
[Cheers.] 
I b?g to thank 
the Governor for the kind term s he used in 
introducing me, but I can’t make a speech, 
and never did in my life. 
General McDowell made a few remarks, 
and the party were then escorted to their 
carriages, which filed into the line of the 
procession. 
W hile on the platform 
the 
President 
chatted pleasantly with those seated around 
him. 
In the carriage in the procession with 
him were Governor Perkins, M ayor Blethen 
and Hiram Tubbs. 


THE PROCESSION'] 
The procession formed on the east side of 
Broadway, and thence marched to the junc­ 
tion of Telegraph avenue, countermarching 
down Broadway to Eighth, thence to Grove, 
to Fourteenth, to Broadway, to Thirteenth, 
to Franklin, to Durant, to Jackson, to T hir­ 
teenth. 
The following participated in the 
parade: Police ; F irst A rtillery Regiment;of 
the Fourth Brigade ; C ^ifurnia Pioneers ; 
Oakland Light Cavalry ; V eterans of the 
Mexican W ar ; Veterans of the Grand A im y 
of the Republic ; R anlett Cadets : Governor’s 
Cadets ; N atix e Sons of the Golden W e s t; the 
Haywards, San Leandro, Alameda and Oak­ 
land Fire Departments. General Sheehan and 
staff. Senator Booth, Congressman Page, Gox\ 
Perkins’ staff, and the municipal authorities 
of Oakland also participated in the proces­ 
sion. 
The m ilitary companies and fire de­ 
partm ents made a very creditable appearance. 
The Veterans of the Mexican war surrounded 
the President’s carriage in its course through 
the streets. 
All Oakland was out on the 
streets watching the distinguished visitors and 
the procession. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Presidential party lunched at the resi­ 
dence of General J . F . Houghton, corner of 
Jackson and T hirteenth streets. 
As the procession neared the point of dis­ 
missal the V eterans of the Grand A rm y of 
the Republic, who were preceding the carriage 
of General Sherman, opened ranks, and the 
carriage passed through, the veterans singing 
“ MarchiDg Through Georgia ” with all their 
m ight and main.

One ot them, a little girl, 
fell with great force on the ground and was 
severely injured. 
M any of the persons 
standing under the awning were struck by it 
and crushed when it fell. 
Two men were 
taken from under it dead, and a third, he was 
subsequently informed, xvas so severely in­ 
jured th at he died a short while after.

IN THE EVENING. 


S a n F r a n c isc o, September 9th.—During 
the evening the streets around the Palace 
Hotel and the great court and galleries have 
been thronged with people, listening to the 
strains of the band and awaiting the appear­ 
ance of the President. The court was beauti­ 
fully decorated xxitu flags, shields, banners, 
festoons and evergreen, and w ith its six tiers 
of arched galleries flashing with gas and

The I I k c o r d - U n io n recently employed 
as texts for editorial com m ent some extracts 
from M emphis papers, advocating, the one 
th e M ississippi plan, and th e other the 
counting out of the colored votes. 
Some­ 
body lias given th e E xam iner w hat pur­ 
p orts to be a letter from th e publisher of 
one of the M emphis papers, in w hich it is 
stated th a t the ex tract we used was not 
editorial, bu t correspondence. 
One line of 
th e ex tra ct read as follow s: 
“ A w ake! 
“ L et th e M ississippi plan be restored.” 
T his th e alleged M emphis editor says was 


n o tin the original. 
If it was not, we arc 
n o t responsible for its introduction. 
H ut 
th e following language is not said to have 
been interpolated, and therefore rem ains : 
“ Then awake, stir up ¡/our clubs, let the 
4t shout go up, p u t on your mZ shirts, and 
“ let the ride begin. ” 
If this is not an ap­ 
peal for the revival of the M ississippi plan 
it has no meaning. 
As to the question of 
w hether th e m atter was w ritten by the 
e d itor or one of his correspondents, it has 
no significance. 
It is very certain th at 
it would not have been published 
a t 
all if it had not been in line w ith the 
course 
of 
the 
paper 
th a t 
printed 
it. 
Southern 
journals 
do 
not 
p rin t 
such incendiary appeals when th ey are not 
in sym pathy w ith them . 
The all.ged 
M em phis editor fu rth er states th a t the 
letter advising th e counting out of the 
Republican votes was really w ritten by a 
Southern Republican, “ for political effect 
“ a t th e N orth.” 
W e are compelled to 
say th a t this explanation is altogether too 
diaphanous for this latitude. 
For it in­ 
volves the absurd and impossible assum p­ 
tion th a t the publisher of a Southern 
D em ocratic paper allowed a political en­ 
em y to insert in his columns a begus let­ 
ter, for the express purpose of injuring 
th e Southern Dem ocratic cause. 
A nybody 
w ho can believe th at, m ust be very far 
gone in credulity. 
The tru th is th a t this 
a tte m p t to break the force of the extracts 
we published lias only resulted in proving 
th e ir genuineness and th eir significance. 
T hey did undoubtedly represent th e sen­ 
tim en t of the section where they were pub- 
lish e l. 
They were undoubtedly w ritten 
by D em ocrats, and not in either case by 
R epublicans. 
A nd they dem onstrated, as 
Wo observed a t th e tim e, a condition of 
th in g s w hich has no existence o ut of the 
S outh, and w hich proves th a t region to be 
thoroughly M exican ¡zed. 


THE í AH FRANCISCO CHARTER ELECII0N. 


The resu lt of the San Francisco election 
shows th a t th e new ch arter n e v tr had any 
hold on the people. 
Less th an live th o u ­ 
sand votes were cast for it, w hile sonic 
nineteen thousand votes w ere cast against 
it. 
T he journals w hich advocated it had 
m ade a very hard and p e rsisten t fight, b a t 
it ¡3 clear th a t th eir argum ents produced 
little conviction. 
A more decisive rejec­ 
tion Las in fact never befallen any in stru ­ 
m ent of the kind, and it m ight alm ost be 
suspected th a t th e friends of the charter 
had m ade some m istake as to th e day of 
the election, and so failed to vote at all. 
T he causes of this rejection will of course 
be variously stated, b ut it seem s to us th a t 
th e length of th e instrum ent was alm ost 
necessarily fatal to it, irrespective of all 
questions of detail. 
I t was m oreover very 
injudiciously published,being printed every­ 
day for som e tw en ty days, and 
then 
dropped altogether. 
H ad it appeared at 
intervals of tw o or three days, and been 
kept before th e people all through th e 
cam paign, th e probability of th eir reading 
it would havo been m uch greater. 
33 hat- 
ever m erits it m ight have had, how ever, so 
voluminous 
an 
instrum ent 
was 
cer­ 
tain 
to 
arouse 
the 
suspicions 
of 
a large class. 
I t was probably felt th a t 
only the law yers could grasp its m eaning, 
and th at th eir interest did not lie in sim ­ 
plifying the m unicipal law-. 
The ordinary 
voter would bo very apt to apprehend all 
m anner of concealed iniquities and oppor­ 
tunities for plunder and fraud in a docu- 
m cut w hich required tw o or three hours to 
read through. 
Then, agtin, th e proposi­ 
tion to confer such large powers upon the 
M ayor no doubt alarm ed m any conserva­ 
tive people who could not see th a t there 
was any sufficient guarantee for the in­ 
tegrity of th a t oiicial, and who argued th at 
since the Board of A lderm en would alm ost 
certainly belong to th e tam e faction w ith 
the M ayor, th e chances th a t they would 
act as a check upon him were altogether 
too poor to tru st to. 
W e doubt w hether 
the provision for closing the cem eteries 
operated against th e ch arter very strongly, 
though it m ay easily have had its influence 
w ith the 
unthinking. 
The 
necessity 
of 
resorting to such m easures in the 
near future ought to be self-evident, and 
they will have to be adopted w hether any 
new charter is enacted or not. 
The prom ­ 
inent p art taken by the C om m ittee of Two 
H undred in favor of the ch arter appears 
to have had an unfortunate result. Itightly 
or w rongly there was an evident prejudice 
against th a t body am ong the masses. 
The 
prevalent belief th a t th e instrunfent was 
iu the interest of the W ater Company, 
w hether unfounded or otherw ise, was also 
a factor in the result. 
In fact th e num ­ 
ber of prejudices and enm ities aroused by 
the ch arter from first to last was so great 
th a t it could not m ake head against them , 
and on the o th er hand th e reasons for 
supporting it appealed w ith any force to a 
very Bmali m inority. 
The apprehension of 
having to live on under the Consolidation 
A ct did n ot seem to frighten any one 
much, and the general opinion was th a t 
anything w ould Lc safer than th e new 
system proposed. 


I t may l>o argued from the outcom e of 
th is election th at* th e people cf San F ran ­ 
cisco dcy not appreciate th e changes in 
th eir form of governm ent provided for by 
th e new C onstitution. 
If th a t is the case 
it is to he hoped th a t they w ill refrain 
from any fu rth er attem p ts to m ake m u­ 
nicipal constitutions for them selves, and 
will tu rn th eir attention to a modification 
of the organic law iu so far as it isolates 
them from th e State. 
As the case stands 
th eir ostensible independence of legislative 
control 
is 
th eir 
greatest danger. 
All 
great 
cities 
need 
to 
be 
protected 
against them selves, and San 
Francisco 
m ost of all. 
The constitution of her 
population is such th a t her w orst elem ents 
may at any tim e effect combinations which 
will put the best e ltin m ts at th eir m ercy. 
I t is not possible to fram e any- charter for 
the city which will obviate tliis danger, 
for the efficiency of 
all constitutional 
governm ent is dependent upon the charac­ 
ter of the adm inistrators, and th e best 
product o; hum an w it m ust produce evil 
results if knaves are euabled to control it. 
S > long as San Francisco is isolated from 
the rest of th e S tate she m ust alw ays 
be a prey to political corruption, and 
the 
prizes 
her 
m unicipal

and sim ilar sentim ents occur iu every na­ 
tional R epublican platform from th a t day 
to this. 
T hey show w here the party has 
stood alw ays, b u t it3 deeds speak far 
louder than any platform . 
H istory proves 
th a t it lias alone guarded th e country 
against the open aud covert attem pts a t re­ 
pudiation and currency frauds which such 
factions as th e G reenbackers have advo­ 
cated.

The total depth of 
the colliery is about 600 yards. 
Nineteen 
men in the top seam merely felt the rush of 
air, but in proceeding to the shaft found it 
blocked by debris. 
The air coming up in the 
shaft was exceedingly foul. 
Communication 
with the top seam was opened at 1 o’clock 
yesterday alternoor, but because of the dam­ 
age to the shaft tiie men could only be hoisted 
out fingly by chains and ropes. 
Nearly all 
of them therefore elected to remain in the pit 
so as not to delay the explorers in clearing 
the way to the lower teams, whence knock­ 
ing* and shouting were audible. 
A bout 7 
o’clock in the evening the upcast shaft was 
sufficiently cleared to allow explorers to use 
it, also enabling the bringing up of victims 
to proceed more rapidly. 
Several men near 
the smface, at the bottom of the upcast shaft, 
were found to lie shockingly burned. 
I t is thought the explosion originated in 
the lower eeam, and that the gas was driven 
over the furnace. 
The explorers for a time 
had to suspend the work of bringing up the 
survivors, inconsequence of the stables being 
on fire. 
A woman dropped dead on hearing 
of the death cf her brother in the pit. 
The 
store-room has been cleaied for the reception 
of c irpses. 
The latest published telegram from the In- 
sjiector of Mines, dated from Seaham, last 
evening, say? : Fifty-nine men have teen res­ 
cued, and 430 are yet to be accounted for. 
IvxploratiiTris have lieen stopped in conse­ 
quence of tire in two middle seams. 
Great 
anxiety is felt for those still in the pits. 
There is plenty of assistance with a re'ay < f 
wo’ikf rs every four hours. 
I t would appear from the above dispatch 
from the Inspector that there has been a later 
outl reak of fire in the mice. 


L o n d o n , September 9th.—Itisp ro & b le th at 
the dead in tfie Seaham mine num ber 130 to 
140. 
There are some corpses in the lower 
seams which are supposed to be lying a mile 
from the shaft.

Fires are stiff raging, and the inhabitants 
bravely subdue them, but with little success.

GREENS ACKERS VS. REPUBLICANS AND 
DEMOCRATS-AH INQUIRY. 


E ds. K ir ird U nion : I desire to briefly ex­ 
plain the object of this, as prefatory to a few 
inquiries. I have been to a considerable extent 
a reader of current grccuback literature in 
the way of speeches, pamphlets and news­ 
papers, and understand the advocates of the 
greenback theory to have favored : 
1. The abolition of the National Banks and 
the issuance of Treasury’ notes, based upon 
the credit of the nation. 
2. The notes so issued to be a legal tender 
for all debt-', both public and private, and not 
redtreica'o!:- in gold upon presentation at the 
Treasury or Sub-Treasuries of the U uited 
States. 
3. The remonetization of the silver dollar 
with 88 cents worth of silver to ti.e dollar, 
and this dollar to be legal tender for all debts 
iu auy sum. 
. 
4 Opposition to resumption, as imprac­ 
ticable and unnecessary. 
5. The paying out of the specie reserves 
now iu the U nited States Treasury by the 
discharge of interest-bearing debt, thereby 
saving interest, and also thereby leaving the 
existing Government issue without a baeis of 
gold for iu conversion. 
I have included in this list some things the 
Greenbackers have advocated iu the past, 
now obsolete. 
For instance, opposition to 
resumption. 
You will remember your even­ 
ing contemporary opposed that, declaring it 
impossible. I have also included the remone­ 
tization of the “ dollar of the fathers,” from 
which much good was expected. 
Y our even­ 
ing contemporary advocated th at measure, 
making prophecies of grand results th at were 
never fulfilled. 
Thess things have been set­ 
tled, and settled against the wisdom of the 
Greenbackers. 
This, as I understand it. 
leaves the Greenbackers’ central ideas, to 
w it: 
1. Abolition of the national banks. 
2. Issue of a curiency direct from the 
treasury. 
3. Basing such issue on nothing, and m ak­ 
ing it buy bond.?, pay customs or private 
debts. 
4. Paying out the specie now in-the Treas­ 
ury, thus 
leaving tlie existing greenback 
w ithout a proper reserve to sustain it at par. 
Now, to the inquiries : 
1. If General Garfield is elected President, 
will his election be a trium ph or defeat of 
these theories? In other words, Has General 
Garfield, in Congress, favored or opposed 
these doctrines? 
2. If General Hancock is elected, will it be 
a trium ph or defeat of these theories ? I can­ 
not suggest a standard by which this inquiry 
can be answered. 
3. Judging by any fair or reasonable polit­ 
ical iuference, which of these two candidates 
—Garfield or Hancock—is most nearly allied 
to Greenhackisin ? 
For 
example, should 
Congress pass a law abolishing the present 
national banking system, and authorizing 
the i-suance of a currency direct from the 
Treasury,-which of the two candidates would 
be most likely to sign or which most liable 
to veto it ? 
Answers to these questions would pre­ 
sent the relative status of the two parties, 
ami certainly inform many of us who feel an 
interest in tfie financial issues before the 
country.

As also the committeemen from below, whose 
three cars were attached to the Presidential 
train from Colfax down.

welcomed on the rostrum by Mayor Turner 
while loud cheering rent the air and the band 
played “ Iiail to the Chief’’ and the cannon 
continued to fire. 
Mayor Turner said, as he 
advanced with the President : 
41 Fellow-citizens : I have the honor and the 
pleasure of introducing to you his Excellency 
Rutherford B. Hayes, President of the United 
States of America. The visit he now pays 
us is all the more noteworthy from its being 
the first paid by a President to California.

that all those east of the Rocky Mountains 
have tlie deepest intere.-t in your welfare. 
From every neighborhood there has goes out 
to these Western States some favorite sou, 
some favorite daughter, to your State, and 
everywhere east of the mountains the people 
feel an interest iu ycu, and are glad to hear 
of

welfare and happiness—regard­ 
ing you as part of 
themselves.

genius that have conquered this country, and 
we feel that that great interest of the United 
States, the control of the Pacific ocean, in 
your hands U safe ; and ko, without detaining 
you longer, let me express the hope and wish 
and prayer that the unbounded prosperity ail 
the East enjoys everywhere may soon be in 
full mea ure shared by you.” 
Amidst more cheering the President re­ 
tired, ami General Sherman then cam^ for­ 
ward amidst loud, long and hearty applause, 
led 
and k^pt up by f^:ne 
enthusiastic 
Boys in Blue and old personal frbnds 
of General Sherman, who is no stranger 
here. He appeared in the uniform of his 
rank as General <>{ the army of the United 
States. 
He said he had not come to epeik ; 
the cars were to start in a moment. 
The 
party wuul 1 be back soon to visit Sacramento. 
He thanked the people for the cordial recep­ 
tion to the President, and then retired. 
In 
response to calls, Mrs. Hayes came forward 
and bowed her thauks for the honor of the 
call. 
GGVERNbR RAMSEY, 
Secretary of War, was called fjr and ap­ 
peared. 
lie said that nowhere had a more 
marked approval of the administration of 
affairs by President Hayes been manifested 
by a turnout of the people than here. Every­ 
where the people had turned out to receive 
the President along the road. 
He was grati­ 
fied at this larger demonstration. 
He was 
glad of this appreciation of the people, irre­ 
spective of party, of the Presidential office, 
and the respect entertained for the Chief 
Magistracy of the Union, 
lie wished that 
President.-* w .u’d go oftener among the people 
in all sections. 
He believed it proper, and 
that it would result in good to all.

thanked the people f<*r the call made for him, 
and retired amidst cheering.

Your repmter was on the ground half 
an hour afterwards, and had the facts as fol­ 
lows detailed to him by the mother, an intel­ 
ligent aud prepossessing lady, wife of Dr. J. 
H. Ralston, of Bentonsport, Van Buren 
county, la.: About two years ago Mrs. Ral­ 
ston. came to this ccast f. r the benefit of rhe 
health of one of her children, a little girl. 
She settled in San Jose, and liked the cli­ 
mate so well that ahout a year ago she sent 
for her two boys—Harry and Em ile—the lat­ 
ter ten years of age. 
Harry attended school 
up to the time of his death, and was one of the 
brightest and most studiaus pupils iu that in­ 
stitution. 
He was of a vtry nervous and ex­ 
citable temperament, aud when provoked or 
reprimanded would become extremely irri­ 
table and ha.d to deal with. 
Hi* mother 
partially attributed these characteristics to 
several injuries received by him on the head 
at divers times. 
Only a few days ago the 
last accident was received, a tall thrown by a 
playmate striking him on the head with such 
force as to render him dazed for some time. 
Since the last injury he has been unuiually 
irritable, and complained continually of dizzi­ 
ness. 
Yesterday morning he was “ nagging” 
his brother Emile. 
His mother, who says 
that it was his habit to annoy and plague the 
younger children, remonstrated with him, 
aud caught him by the ar.n. 
Emile was 
then up a tree in the front yard, and Harry 
was trying to 
get 
him down. 
When 
his mother 
touched 
him 
he 
pinched 
her, 
and 
then 
she 
announced 
her 
intention 
of 
taking 
the 
children and 
going to n Deighhoi’s tin a vicie, wtere he 
could not bother them. 
He asked whtre she 
was going. 
She refused to tell him, and en­ 
tered the house, the children following her. 
This was about 11:45 o’clock. 
A short time 
afterwaids Mrs. Ralston heard Harry on the 
roof of the kitchen. 
She thnnght nothing of 
the circumstance, as the childreu had been in 
the hal it of climbing up from the outside and 
playirg there. 
Iu a tew minute?, when she 
was washing one of the children, he called 
for Emile to come out, but the latter did not 
go. 
A t about 10 minutes after 12 o’clock his 
mother went into the back yard for the pur­ 
pose of feeding the chickens, when a horrible 
spectacle met her gaze. A small cord had 
been doubled and made fast to the chimney 
above the roof, and by the other end, hang­ 
ing alongside of the kitchen, his feet nearly 
touching the grjund, was the body of her 
son Harry. As soon as possible the cord was 
cut and the body taken into the h .use, but 
life must have been extinct several minutes.
